The action declaring Alva Adams elected 
was taken after a speedy canvase of the re- 
turns. The joint assembly began the can- 
vase at 6 o’clock and had it completed at 
8 o’clock. The canvass was a purely fortal 
one. The agreement, made as a compromise 
with Frewen and other anti-Peabodyites, 
wae that the proceedings must be according 
. to law. This agreement was followed out 
and it is expected there will be no further 
splits In the republican majority in the legis- 
| lature from now on. 

The returns showed that Adams had re-. 
ceived 123,078; Peabody, 113,304; plurality 
' for Adams, 9,774. The republican candidates 
to all the other state offices were declared 
elected. 

Day Filled with Caucuses. 

The entire day was given up to the nego- 
tiations between the different party factions 
and intereste which resulted in the “ toss- 
ing” of Gov. Peabody. There were secret 
caucuses, hurried conferences, hasty con- 
sultations ver telephone wires, in state- 
house corridors, and in downtown offices. 

-In all this hurly-burly of conference and 
consultation the question of whether Pea- 
body or Adams should be declared governor 
was treated as a secondary matter. The 
question of first importance was, who should 
be named as justices of the Supreme court. 

The Wolcott republicans were insistent in 
their demand that they be recognized in the 
appointment of the judges, and it was finally 
agreed that the appointees should be George 
W. Bailey of Fort Colling and L. M. God- 
dard of Denver. The Wolcott men made a 
strong fight for M. E. Leads of Colorado 
Springs, whom they preferred to Goddard, 
but they finelly gave way. 

Peabody Is Indignant. 

When the republican leaders called upon 
Gov. Peabody to inform him of the conclu- 
sions they had reached, and to tell him that 
bis only hope of a second term lay through 
a contest in the republican legislature, they 
were met by a wrathful and indignant man. 
He refused to accede to their wishes, and 
for four hours his friends labored with him. 
It was only the personal pleadings of some 
of his closest friends that finally induced 
Peabody to agree to the plan proposed, and 
to send the names of Bailey and Goddard to 
the senate for confirmation. . 

But even then Peabody did not realize 
he had been thrown overboard. His friends 
in the legislature were determined to go 
ahead with their investigation by the com- 
mittee of fifteen. 

Angered by the firmness of the Peabody 
men, the Wolcott republicans in the senate 
and the democrats threatened to unite and 
depose three republican senators, Barela, 
McCarthy, and Willard, seat Adams, and 
allow him to name the two coveted justices 
of the Supreme court, and Mr. Adams had 
agreed to name men who were agreeable to 
the Wolcott republicans as well as to the 
democrats. | 

Not Upheld by Supreme Court. 

The refusal of the Supreme court to declare 
legal the proceedings of Friday’s joint legis- 
lative session knocked the last prop from 
under the Peabody faction. | 

In an opinion given at 2 o'clock in the after- 
noon the court held that the election commis- 
sioners were properly officers of the court, 
and as such it was their duty to turn over to 
the legislative committee ballot boxes 
used at the last election. | 

Justice Gabbert also declined to make a 
ruling concerning the kgality of yesterday's 
proceedings in the house, which culminated 
in thé appointment of the committee of fit- 
teen, saying that it was not the intention of 
the Supreme court to pass on the legality or 
illegality of any act of the legislature. .

House Falls—Nine Hurt. 


STARS ASSIST IN RESCUE. 


Conried Says Flaw in an-Iron Bolt 
Caused the Accident. — 


New York, Jan. 7,—[Special.}—Ten min-. 
utes after the curtain went up on the first act 
of “Carmen” at the Metropolitan opera 
house tonight, and while the red and yellow 
uniformed Spanish soldiers were flirting 
with the flower girls in the public square of 
Seville, the wooden bridge running from one’ 
stage building to another at the back col- 
lapsed. 

Fourteen soldiers of the day guard just 
then were’ marching over the bridge. It 
broke in two in the center and dropped them 
on the heads of a hundred or more chorus 
men and women underneath. 

To the audience, which was a large one, 
it looked as if half of those who were piled 
together on the stage must have been killed 
or injured. Then the curtain was rung 
down to hide the scene. 

The Injured. ; 
Adamsky, Wanda, fractured rib, internal injuries; 
may not live through night. 

Corneglie, Natale, both legs broken. 

Hahn, Catharene, contusions of left hip. 
Langagani, Attillio, dislocated right shoulder.

Several Women Fain , 
The accident seemed to have a sort of hyp- 
notic effect on the audience. Few people left 
their seats. Here and there some women 
screamed or fainted. But there wag no panic, 
little confusion, and almost absolute silence, 
save the groans and cries that came from 
the injured on the stage. : 
Manager Conried was sitting In a box 
awaiting the appearance of his new Carmen, 
Mme. /“na Arnaud, who had taken the place 
of Oliv. Fremstad. When the bridge fell 
the impresario, with a face white as paper, 


| rushed downstairs. He hurried through the 


stage door, quickly discovered no one had 
been killed and none fatally hurt, and then 
‘came to the footlights and made a speech to 
the audience. 

* Thank God,” he sald, ‘the accident fs 
not so bad as it at first appeared to be, ladies 
and gentlemen. We were more frightened 
than hurt. I beg your kind indulgence until 
we are able to go on.”’ . 

Calm the Frantic Chorus. 

’ While Manager Conried was talking to the 
employés of the house, Eugene Dufriche, 
stage director; Frank Rigo, stage manager; 
Andreas Dipple, the tenor; and othérs were 
calming the frantic chorus and taking away 
the injured. Conried then returned and di- 
rected the work. The eudience did not see 
' this because the curtain was still down. 
Three ambulances came to the stage door 
‘and the injured, suffering mostly from 
broken legs and broken ribs, were hurried to 
the Roosevelt, the New York, and Bellevue 
hospitals. They were nine in number, but 
many others were slightly hurt and did not 
need serious attention. 

When the accident occurred there were on 
the stage Mme. Aino Ackte (Michaela). Dip- 
pel (Don José), —Paruis, the baritone 
(Morales), and Begue (Zuniga). The day 
| guard was marching away over the bridge, 
saluting the flag of Spain. Begue was sing- 
ing. Caballeros, flower giris, Sevillians, and 
some of the 120 chorus men and women were 
laughing and flirting while singing. |

Bridge Sags, Then Piles Up. 


‘Whether it was the vibration caused by the 
tramping of the guard marching off or 
whether the bridge was so old as to be inse- 
cure that caused it to fall is not known. At 

any rate, in the midst of the scene, while the 


the stairs, the bridge sagged to the floor. 
throwing every one On it in a heap. 

The break came so suddenly that those on it 
were thrown with great. force, and those 
underneath had no time ta escape. -The 
audience heard the crash, and saw instantly 
a mass ef gayly dressed men and women 
piled together, writhing in pain. Those who 
were not caught in the wreckage or pinned 
down by the bodies of others rushed fran- 
tically across the stage screaming in alarm. 

Stage Director Dufriche, who saw the whole 
thing from the wings, rang the curtain down 
‘ina jiffy. Perhaps.his quick action and pres- 
‘ence of mind had a good deal to do with 
-the coolness and self-possession of the au- 
,dsence. Save for one terrifying glimpse, the 
people in the house caught, they at no time 
became panic stricken. 


Exits Open, but No Rush. 


‘Tom Bull, head usher, signaled his men 
to throw open the exit doors, and this was 
done with precigion and speed. There really 
was little need of the exits, because the 
audience 


kept its nerve and made no attempt. 
to rush ou sen Fogarty, in com-

Ackte, who had missed being hurt by a few 
feet only, assisted Dippel. Other principals 
did their share in the first relief work. 
Frank Palmer, the stage carpenter of the 
opera house, was arrested, but allowed to re- 
| main in his office till the performance was 


er. 
‘Conried Blames t. 

Manager Conried, after the 
wrecked bridge, made this statement: 

* The bridge rests on two supports, an iron. 
| bolt that attaches the span of the bridge to 
one of these supports was defective and 
|} broke. When this bolt broke the bridge 
sagged first on one side and then fell 
slowly. The bridge, Nke other carpenter 
work, had been thoroughly tested before the 
performance. At least a dozen stage hands 
"ran over it, to try, as they always do, the 
strength of the structure. 
| .“ When the iron bolt broke only eight per- 
sons were on the bridge. Those injured were 
under it. The scenery is entirely new and 
| pullt especially for these performances of 

Carmen.’ 

“ Mme. Ackte’s toe was slightly hurt, but 
she is composed. I have had the bridges 
taken out of the theater, but the broken 
bolt will be kept for inspection. I shall make 
every other possible’ investigation to decide 
| where the fault lies. lt seems to me attrib. 
utable only to a defect in ‘the iron whicv 
could not’ have been foreseen.”

Mr. Duke wae committed to the hospital 
on an order made by Justice Wyatt in special 
session. This order was obtained on Friday 
afternoon by John R. Lindsay, counsel for 
one of Mr, Duke’s three sons, who declared 


Mr. Duke irresponsible, 


The order was served by Detectives Fo- 
garty and Flay. It was said tonight that the 
sleuths ran into a stumbling block when 
they went up to take Mr. Duke out of the 
hotel. His bride, who was Miss Alice Webb, 
objected strenuously. A cab was waiting and 


Mr. Duke was hustled into it. 


Great secrecy was maintained In getting 
Mr. Duke into Bellevue. His name was 
not put in the bobdk in which such records are 
kept until after the reporters had gone home. 

When Mr, Duke was taken to the hospital 
he had in his pockets $40,000 in stocks and 
bonds, $70 in cash, a gold watch, and a dia-

Duke. After the examination Mr. Duke was

Wife Quits Hotel. 


Mrs. Duke made a disturbance over the re- 
moval of her husband to the hospital and 
Manager Reid, of the hote) heard about it. 
He decided that he didn’t want her at the 
hotel any longer and last night, after some 
trouble, he got her to leave the hotel. She 
went to a house in West Fiftty-fourth street. 

According to the information obtainable 
tonight, some time befere Mr. Duke married 
Miss Webb he gave her three promissory 
notes for $5,000 each. These notes, it was 
said, were turned over to George H. Mallory, 
Mrs. Duke's lawyer, to dispose of, Some time 
before that Mr. Duke had given a check for 
$4,200 to Mr. Mallory. The check was on a 
bank in which Mr. Duke had a deposit of 
$600, and the check was returned. In some 
way this came to the attention to one of Mr.

LEDGER MANIPULATION CHARGE. 
CHARGE: That in the general ledger of the 
penitentiories, whith contains accounts 
dating back to 1882, pages had been taken | 
out and fresh ones substituted. The 
manipulation of this book took place some 

time tetween the mouths of September, 
1899, and January, 1900, at the close of 
Gow. Tanner's term or the beginning of 
Gov. Yates’, shortly after Waraen Mur- 
phy succeeded Warden McClaughry. 

This ledger has been in continuous use for 
about twenty-three years, the life of the av- 
erage ledger being about two or three years. 
The entries of sixteen years are squeezed in 
on the first page.. At each section in the 
ledger a quarter of an inch of the back sheet 
has been brought over on the front and 
pasted down the edge as a sort of support to 
the back. This patching was done, as 
charged, between Septeniber, 1890, and Jan 
uary, 1900. 

How Alterations Were Made. 


| back of .the section forming the index has 
partially covered the first letters of the en- 
tries there.. Part of the letter “N.”’ in the 
entry “new afc light" is obliterated... This 
index refers to page 139 of the ledger. The 
entry on page 130, opening the new arc light 
account was made on Sept. 30, 1899. showing 
thet the patching of the book was done after 
that date. The o teration of another entry 
in like manner determines that it could not 
hawe been done after the month of January, . 
There is no conclusive evidence that fresh 
pages have been substituted. The quality 
ofthe paper is the same, and the folio num- 
bers. are correct. If alterations had been 
made an infinite amount of skill, patience, 
and care was required. The only method of 
determining definitely whether the patching 
was an expedient required by the great age 


of the book, or an artifice to conceal transac- 


a would be to trace items back into the 
ledgth until éntries were found to be missing. 
No attempt was made to do this because of 
the grgat amount of time which would have | 
been required. 

Whether the book would have any value in 
court as a legal record is another matter. 
The penitentiary officials assert that as a 
document of proof it is not needed, as the 
records at Springfield contain vouchets for 
all the entries.in the ledger.”

Grounds for a Suit. 

Aa the matter stands there is good ground 
for a suit against the commissioners and 
the warden to hold them liable not only for 
the $9,727.12 represented in the two items 
given above but for other aver wee whah 
can be established. 

The records of the penitentiary prove that 
the amounts were in excess Of the appropria- 
tions for these two expenses of the institu- 
tion, and further that they were disposed of 

by being merged into the general repair ac- 
count. 

Excuse of Warden Murphy. 

In explaining the circumstances of these 
‘and other similar transactions Warden 
Murphy said that the law had been inter- 
preted’ to mean that the prison authorities 
could not contract any debts in excess of the 
total appropriation made for the institution. 

“And we never have contracted any debts 
beyond the appropriations,” he said. * The 
general repairs account is an open account. to 
| which can be charged amounts expended tn 
repairs. When estimates are made we can- 
not tell to a figure just’ what the cost will be. 


We do not feel justified in leaving the work 


unfinished, because the appropriation has 
been used up in partly doing the work. The 
law means that we cannot contract any 
debts beyond the amount which the legisia- 
ture has given us to run the institution, ang 
that no special appropriation can. be used for 
any other purpose than that for which the 
money was appropriated.” 


Law Contradicts the Warden. 
The law, however, specifies * the "’ appro- 
priation and a penalty for exceeding ‘* such ”’ 


officials of the penitentiary should hold 
themseives within the specified amount given 
for the accomplishment of any one specified 
purpose. 

Other administrations seem to have re- 
garded the law as meaning tis and to have | 
observed it as such.

CHARGE INVOLVES CLUBHOUSE. 


CHARGE: That the officials of the peni- 
tentiary have built and equipped a pri- 
vate clubhouse a few miles outside of 
Joliet, using state- material throughout; 
that the material was furnished by the 
state; that the furnishings came srom the 
state; that the stock was removed from 
the storerooms, and that the guns were 
taken from the prison armory. 

This is denied absolutely by the warden 
and was allowed to rest with his denial, no 
effort “bein e to find the house, which, 
if it were a in existence, would not 
be difficult to discover. 

In addition to the denial Mr. Murphy said: 

“ The officials should have a clubhouse. 
One ought to be built. We shall have one 
some day,” .

‘The appropriation was $15,000, and provid- 
ed that the roof, the windows, and flooring

commissioners awarded the bid to Moulton 
& Co., as the lowest bidders. By Aug. 20, 
1992, the extras allowed had brought the 
cost of construction up to $15,452.27, exceed- 
ing the appropriation. The ex was 
charged into general repairs. 4 

In explaining this, Warden Murphy said 
that it was discovered after the roof had 
been put on that additional bars were needed. 

“ As the building stood we discovered that 
a convict could get to the top, where he could 
drop things on the officers outside,”’ said Mr. 
Murphy, “‘and to prevent some one getting 
killed in this way it was necessary to have 
additional.irons putin. This was done, and 
the excess was charged to general repairs.” 


CONVICT LABOR CHARGE. 


‘CHARGE: That convict labor is entered as 


material on the books of the penitentiary 
‘and that the state pays for the work of 
convicts on state work. 

An examination proved that convict time 
is charged against the work on which the 
convicts are engaged, but that a credit is 
given for this which offsets the charge. In 
the day book the time of convicts working 
for the state is entered at 12 cents an hour. 
Entries are made also of the material used in 
the work. 

In the reports of the institution only the 
totals are shown. If there has been $1,000 of 
convict time’and $3,000 of material used in 
completing a piece of work the cost is shown 
as $4,000 in the reports. There is nowhere 
in’ the printed reports of the institution a 
Gefinite offset for this labor charge which 
can be found by not having access to the 
books of the institution. 


How the System tes. 

A building for which an appropriation of 
$10,000 has been made, and which has been 
erected, will show as costing $10,000, whereas 
ns records of the institution would show 
that about $2,000 of this was not paid at all, 
and that it represented convict labor. 

The charge that private profit was derived 
from this of charging the time of con- 
victs at 12 cents an hour fell down because 
the offset was found tn the books at the pen- 
itentiary. 

The reason for this, as given by Warden 
Murphy, is that the prison officials desire the 
actual cost of the building to appear, and 
as the labor is a legitimate item of cost in 
considering the value of the building, it is 
figured in, the proper credit being made in 
the books to show that it is not a cash trans- 
action, but merely one of bookkeeping, by 
which the value of the building can be shown. 


CHARGE OF $650,000 TRANSFER. 
CHARGE: That $50,000 was transferrea 

from the State treasury, Jan. 4, 1901, te 

_ the penitentiary and sent back to Spring- 

field on the same day, a transaction shown 
on the books of the institution without ex- 
planation and in the reports without com- 
ment whatever, - 

The books at Springfield and at Joliet con- 
tain proper entries concerning the receipt 
and disbursement of this money, and the ex- 
planation given is that the sum represented 
an unused part of an appropriation. If it 
had been left in the state treasury it would 
have gone back into the state funds. By 
drawing it the prison officials were able to 
get it on their books, and by sending it back 
they were able to show $50,000 returned to the 


times as a storeroom. The building had be- 
come dilapidated and for safety had to have 
a new figor. 

The dance in question seems to have been 
"a charity ball given for the benefit of the 
‘Silver Cross hospital. A receipted bill for 
all expenses incurred by the prison in. giving 
the dance was displayed, showing that the 
promoters of the ball had paid for the fur- 
nishings and incidentals necessary, amount- 
ing to over 700.

GIFT OF MACHINES CHARGED. | 
CHARGE: That the warden built ma- 
chines for the Frankfort Chair Company 
which were given to the use of the com- 
pany and no bills were presented for 
payment. One of these machines is 
alleged to have been completed in October, 
1908, at a cost of $1,043.39, of which 
$817.60 was labor. 

The warden said that four machines had 
been built and that vouchers were held for 
' two of them. One was not completed, he 
added, and the fourth was being used by the 
state, 


to have the contractors buy all their own ma- 
thinery, the state furnishing only the build- 
ing and convicts, and in some cases the 
‘power, but he was not specific as to whether 
the state ever had furnished machines and 
tools. 


APPROPRIATIONS JUGGLED. 
CHARGE: That in closing some appropri- 
ations charges entirely foreign to the pur- 
pose of the appropriation have been in- 
cluded, an act which tt is admitted would 
be illegal if it had been done. A number 
of instances are given, notably the recon- 
structionof the heating plant, the laying 
of cement walks, and the construction of 
new fire mains. . 
The question comes down to a decision on 


| what is*suitable as # charge-against an ap- 


propriation. 

In the case of the reconstruction of the 
heating plant the charges took exception to 
some of the items which the officials declared 
a legitimate part of the expense. In the re- 
eonstruction of fire mains 750 feet of fire hose 
at $1 a foot was charged in, exception being 
taken to this. In the laying of cement walks 
it appears that part of the cement work was 
to put.in a base for the outer guardhouse, a 
little pagoda-like structure with much glass, 
standing just outside the main entrance 
where a guard is maintained. 

With considerable logic the officials de- 
clared that all the items to which exception 
was taken were properly chargeable to the 
appropriations to which they had neon 
charged. 


DINING ROOM BILL CHARGE. 
CHARGE: That in spite of the inhuman 
method of keeping two convicts in a celd— 
excused on ground of lack of funds, 
although an expedient which has been con- 
demned by every board of prison commis-

Colorado has been 4 disrupted by political 
strife for more than a year, and the plans 
of Goy. Peabody’s friends to continue him in 
office, in spite of the fact that on the face of 
the returns his democratic opponent, Alva 
Adams, received a plurality of 11,118 votes, 
has threatened to plunge the state into scenes 
of disorder if not of actual violence. 

The republicans last July, tiring of re- 
peated fraudulent elections conducted in 
Denver, secured from the state Supreme 
court an injunction forbidding interference 
with ballots and élection machinery. 

It restrained, or was intended to restrain, 
every judge and clerk of election and every 
other democratic election official, from State 
Chairman Smith down, from doing anythin 
to prevent an honest election. It appoint 
Supreme court watchers in every precinc’ 

At the election last November, in purer 
ance with the republican plan of campaigs 
every effort was made to secure evidence of 
election frauds and violence committed by 
democrats. Experienced women challengers 
were placed in many of the precincts. These 
women, often roughly treated, were careful 
to make affidavits of all circumstances. 


Securing the Evidence. 

The first work of the republicans was to 
secure custody of the Denver ballot boxes 
and poll books, and to watch the official 
canvass. As fast as the poll books were‘re- 


leased from the canvass they were secured 


by the republicans and compared with actual 
lists of voters ip the various. precinets. 

Then the republicans began to arrest every 
democrat against whom evidence of violating 
the Supreme court's injunction could be 
secured. They were taken to the Supreme 
court, which, after considering the cases, 
sent them to jail for long terms without bond 
and fined them each to the amount of several 
hundred dollars. 

Other democrats, including several women, 
were charged with violating the federal stat- 
utes by conspiring to intimidate voters, 

Instances of Fraud. 


The evidence of fraud submitted by the 
republicans in several precincts was strong 
enough to cause the Supreme court to throw 
out the ballots. In one-precinct the demo- 
crats put out the lights and-in the confusion 
substituted prepared ballots for those that 
had been properly voted. In other precincts 
it was shown by discrepancies between the 
ballots in the boxes and the ballots accounted 
for in the poli books that frauds had been 
committed. Examination by handwriting 
experts showed that hundreds of the ballots 
had been written by one person. The man- 
ner in which. they were laid in the ballot box 
indicated also that they had not been voted 
through the aperture provided for that pur- 


pose. 

The Supreme court, confronted with all this 
evidence of fraud, threw out five Denver pre- 
cincts out of 204. This took 1,455 votes from 
Gov.-elect Adams and 273 from Gev. Pea- 
body. It wassufficient to cause the election of 
several members of both houses whose sea‘s 
were in contest, and to make the legislature 
safely repubiican. ._ The face of the returns 
had given the senate to the democrats. 

For several days it was understood that the 
legislature, in canvassing the returns, would 
throw out enough votes to seat Peabody.

WAR ON TICKET SCALPERS 
BE BITTERLY FOUGHT. 


Railroads on Jan. 17 Will Argue for a 
. Permanent Injunction Before Judge 
 Keohlsaat in Fedtral Court. 


‘The war on the ticket brokers begun by the 
Chicago passenger lines in the United States 
court will be resumed on Jan. 17, when Judge 
Kchisaat will be asked to grant a permanent 
injunction against the scalping of any form 
of nontransferable trangportation. All the 
lines now are in the movement, which, if suc- 
cessful, will end the business. The first move 
against the ticket brokers was made some 
raonths ago, when Judge Kohigaat granted 
an injunction which prohibited the sale of 
nontransferable world’s fair tickets, After- 
ward, four of the roads secured an order for- 
bidding. the brokers from selling any kind of 
transportation. It was realized at the time 
that these suits were only preliminary to the 
one which will be instituted next week.’ If the 
District court grants the injunction there will 
be an immediate appeal and ultimately the 
case will go to the United States Supreme 
court. The railways will be represented by 
R. Babcock of the Ratllway Protective 
bureau, assisted by the attorneys of the com- 
panies. Moritz Rosenthal will rearesent the 
brokers. 

The Chicago and Eastern Illinois will begin 
running its solid daily trains between Chi- 
cago and Florida today.. In addition to the 
drawing room and observation sleeping cars 
to St. Augustine, reclining chairs will be run. 
The running schedule will be shortened so 
that immediate connections can be made 
with the Florida East Coast line for Palm 
Beach and Miami.

Late Constantine’s Brilliancy. 


In writing thie letter, I cannot omit to men- 
tion the most brilliant and gifted man that it 
has ever been my lot to.encounter—namely: 
the late Grand Duke Constantine’ Nicholaio- 
vitch, younger brother of the libera czar, 
He was so liberal and: progressive mind 
that he was frequently charged with harbor- 
ing revolutionary sympathies, and used to be 
known as the “red grand duke.” It is no- 
torious that he was tireless in his efforts to 
persuade his brother to grant a padatiention, 
So clever @ man naturally had numerous 
enemies, and his sharp wit and sarcastic ut- 
terances were dreaded by almost all who 
were brought Into contact with him. 

Nothing was more amusing than the man- 
ner in ‘which he was wont to disconcert prosy 
bores who were presented to him for the first 
time. His eyeglass hung from his neck by a 
thin elastic cord, and as soon as-ever his in- 
terlocutor had embarked ._on some long 
winded speech he would quietly give it an im- 
perceptible ‘twitch, which had the effect of 
sending the glass bounding up to his eye, 
where it remained fixed without any apparent 
effort or action on: his part, save a slight 
bending forward of the head. He would then 
gaze fixedly thro,igh the eyegiass at the un- 
fortunate. speaker, just as though nothing 
had happened. The effect of this little maneu- 
ver was generally to completely disconcert 
the new presentee; whose utterarices were cut 
short; not only by. the ‘manner in which the 
monocle appeared to‘fiy up. to the grand 
duke’s eye of.its own accord but also by the 
fact that his imperial seemed totally 
unmoved theréby. 


Not Ready for Constitution. 

This Grand Duke Constantine, who died 
about twelve years.ago, is, I believe, the only 
member of the imperial family who has ever 
been tn favor of the grant of a Gonstitution to 
Russia, and it is worthy of note that neither 
Grand Duke Alexander Michaelovitch nor 
Constantine Constantinovitch, although so 
liberal in their ideas, favors such a step on the 
part of the czar. In this they are compietely 
in accord with Count Witte, and with most 
of-those other Russian statesmen who are 
regarded. abroad as being imbued with ad- 
vanced ideas, and possessed of the most ex- 
pert knowledge of the needs and requirements 
They all agree that 
many reforms are needed, and the one which 
they have most at heart, namely: the reat & 
tion, of the peasantry from serfdom to their 
village .“ commune’’—a serfdom quite as 
oppressive as their former slavery to their 
“ barine ’—is now about to be granted, the 
emperor having given his approbation to the 
project of law embodying this reform, elab- 
orated at his request by Count Witte, a law 
which will endow the peasantry with the 
same civic rights as other Russian citizens, |

the latter. Not until they have become thor- 


oughly accustomed to their freedom from the 


serfdom to the “ mir”

The other 
is the unrestricted belief in every ill-natured 
story circulated about the land of the czar. 
And here the Russians are toa certain extent 
theme@elves at fault. For in view.of the 
ignorance Which prevails abroad concerning 
their. country, is it not impolitic to proclaim 
rather than to conceal national defects, and 
to profess such pessityism ?

The publie 
suffers because of the misuse made of the 
courte by litigants who never ought to have « 
appeared in them.

HIGH SCHOOL ‘YRATEENITIES. 

Are high school fraternities inconsistent 
with democracy ? 

The high schools themselves are main- 
tained by the city. They represent. the 
whole people. They are a part of the demo- 
ératic public school system which is the 
pride and glory of America. They are a 
product of the idea that the poor boy and 
the rith boy should have equal opportunities. 
Is it right that in such schools small cliques 
should be formed on the basis of social pres- 
tige? Is it right that a distinction should 
be erected between the boy who has money 
or ingratiating attractiveness and the boy 
who is not so favored? 

This is one consideration. But there is 
another. Is it consistent with democratic 
freedom to forbid the pupils of any school 
to form voluntary associations? If the 
school authorities should recognize the fra- 
ternities and should give them special priy- 
ileges a great wrong would be done because 
the school authorities body forth the im- 
partiality of a demotratic government. But 
the right which lawyers call “ the right of 
association ” is so deeply fixed in the minds 
of all persons who are out of their cradles 
that any attempt to interfere with it except 
.on the part of parents in predestined to fail- 

ure.; A school may force its pupils to per- 
form their classroom duties on pain of ex- 
pulsion. It may also regulate their per- 
sonal conduct while they remain in the 
school building. Can it domore? Theory 
and experience both return a doubtful an- 
swer to thjs question. Voluntary associations 
in colleges, high schools, grade schools, or 
even kindergartens are formed beyond the 


by social or ‘parental opinion, not by school 
law. 

It is true that a high school fraternity is 
likely to teach its members a kind of snob- 
bishiness which in boys of 16 or 17 has a 
particularly hateful hue. It is also true 
that the existence of high school fraterni- 
ties is not justified by the existence of col- 
lege fraternities. A great many things are 
intolerable in boys which are excusable in 
their seniors, A child is not allowed to stay

There is no large American city whose 
needs do not grow more rapidly than its 
revenues. The city officials are between the | 
upper and the nether millstone. . They are 
appealed to for more protection of all kinds 
—protection against crime, fire, and disease, 
The progress of sanitary science has made | 
it the duty of municipalities to spend money 
lavishly. for putposes which would have 
seemed fantastic half a centuryago. There 
is a constant demand for more schools and 
more expensive schooling. 

' On the other hand many-taxpayers are in 
a perpetual state of ferment. They com: 
plain that they are taxed up to the limit 
already and cannot stand greater burdens. 
They say that the city never attempts 
économize in the periods of depression whe 
private individuals are ‘cutting down ex- 
penises but requires them to contribute as 
much as in flush times—if not more. 

Chicago officials look’ with envious eyes at 
the gréater New York—at the big police 
er appropriations for 
the fire department, the schools, which now 
cost $25,000,000 a year, and other purposes. | 
They admire the huge funded debt which 
after deducting the sinking fand is $400,- 
000,000, or almost one-third that of the na- 
tion. They say that if Chicago could go 
into debt to the same extent, proportion- 
ately, all the present and most of the future . 
rieeds of the city as regards improvements 
} could be taken care of, aie 

Yet it appears from Mayor McClellan's 
message that there are not enough sittings 
in the schools, although new buildings cost- 
ing $6,000,000 were erected last year. ‘The 
police force, which is made up of 8,200 of- 
ficers and men, is téo small. There is need 
of more firemen. The water supply will 
have to be increased at an expense of $90, 
000,000, 

Observe the inevitable consequences ot 
that, rapid: growth in the population of 4 
city which is usually considered something 
to rejoice over. It results in demands upon 
the municipal departments and revenues 
which they are unable to meet. Then there 
‘is general public dissatisfaction when the 
taxes are increased. Those who have to pay 
thein denounce official prodigality. 

Where municipal needs increase more 
rapidly than municipal income and the tax- 
able wealth of citizens, as has been the case 
in Chicago, and probably in New York, the 
situation will be relieved a little if city gov- 
ernments will endeavor to get more work 
out of the men they have on their pay rolls 
and if they will stop all the really useless 
expenditures they indulge in. But they are 
seldom capable of such a policy. They will 
do nothing to improve conditions until they 
}are given more money and no matter how 
much are will always want 
more. 


THE WAR iN THE ORIENT. 

The fall of Port Arthur is followed by a 
statement which is unofficial, but is said to 
be trustworthy, that the Baltic fleet now at 
Madagascaris to return to Burfopean waters. 
If that be so the question arises as to the 
reason for sending it to the east. If it was 
sent in the hope that it might reach Port 
Arthur before its surrender, the Russians 
must have been ill informed as to the resist- 
ing eapacity of the fortress. It appears that 
when Gen. Stoessel laid down his arnis he 
had only 6,000 men left fit for active duty,

It may be that the original intention was 
that the Baltic fleet should go to the Pacific 
regardless of what happened to Port Arthur, 


fleet is not strong enough to be depended of. 
with certainty to get the better of the Japa- 
nese, and that it is expedient to send to the 
Pacific the entire available Russian navy. 
A fleet can be sent a few months hence 
which will be much stronger than the one 
commanded by Admiral Rojestvensky. 

In thé meantime the Japanese can refit 
their vessels at leisure and prepare in every 
way possible for the struggle which awaits 
them at a later day. It hardly can be as- 
nt that the Russians will make no effort 

to wrest from the Japanese the control of 
the seas. So long as they retain it it will be 
impossible for the Russians, no matter how 
large the army they put in the field, to force 
their adversaries out of Manchuria. 

The situation on the Shakhe river re- 
mains practically unchanged. The reports 
of a flanking movement by the Japanese on 
their right flank have not heen confirmed. 
Now that Port Arthur has been disposed of 
most of Gen. Nogi’s veterans will be avail- 
able for service in northeri Manchuria. It 
will not take much time to transport them 
there. But even with these reinforcements 
it is doubtful if Gen. Oyama will attempt an 
active winter campaign against a strongly 
intrenched enemy, who must have about 
225,000 men, and who should be receiving 
steadily reinforcements sufficient to make 
good his daily losses. 

There are no indications of peace. The 
Russian government has announced that it 
will prosecute the war with increased vigor, 
and that 200,000 fresh troops will be sent 
to Gen. Kouropatkin before the end of Feb- 
ruary. This is a promise of desperate fight- 
ing when spring begins and the roads he- 
come passable. The Russian government 
will expect Kouropatkin to take the offen- 
sive and force back the Japanese by out- 
fighting or outmanenuvering them. | 


THE PANAMA CANAL.

The best and 
most available labor, in his opinion, will be 
found atfong the peons of the lowlands of 
Mexico ‘and Central and South America.

and that Dr. Abbott's sabduew joy in his 
audacity was gratuitous. Several readers

tribution to religious thought. 


In reply THs Tarsune wishes to present 
three! quotations, from Latin theologians. 


Christian theology falls into two parts. The 


whose language the New Testament was 
written and through whose philosophical 
power the ideas of the New Testament were 
given philosophical forin. It is adinitted 
by everybody ‘that in the Greek theologians 
such as Origen and Athanasius, the idea that 
God pervades and animates all the physical 
operations of the universe was given due 
prominence.

The Greeks, however, wete succeeded by 
the Latins. bishop of Rome became the 
center of Latin Christianity. It is claimed 


by Dr. Abbott that under the bishop of. 


Rome the western Christian world began to 


| conceive of God as an “ absentee landlord,” 


who sat far aloof from his estate, as a ven- 
erable old man who inhabited the heavens 


and who intervened in the physical world | 


only occasionally, as a creator who started 
the world going and then left it to go on by 
itself, except when he felt disposed to per- 
form a miracle. It was left for the ad- 
vanced thinkers of the present time to regain 
‘the cohception of God as the energizing in- 
fluence of the universe, permeating it, work- 
ing in it, causing the leaves to fall, pumping 
the sap up the tree trunks in the spring, 
uniting hydrogeh and oxygen to form water, 


and in every other physical act, present and : 


operative. 

Lyman Abbott says all this in 1904 and 
thinks himself daring. Gregory the Great, 
one of the least adventurous intellectually of 
all the popes, said in the sixth century: 
“ God dwelleth within all things and with- 
out all things, above all things and beneath 
all things.” St. Thomas Aquinas, the great- 
est of all Latin theologians, said in the thir- 
teenth century: “The immediate opera- 
tion of. the creator is closer to everything 
than the operation of any kecondary cause.” 
Cornelius a Lapidé, a Jesuit, in the seven- 
teenth century, after comparing our con- 
tinual dependence on God to that of a bird’s 
on the gir, said; .* Seeing then that we are 
thus united to God physieally we ought also 
to be united to him morally.” 

A secular newspaper has no particular 
conception ef God to defend. The interest 
which it takes in the controversy is only 
historical. From the historical .point of 
view it is interesting to see one of the oldest 
of ideas made the basis for a new reputation.

“THE EMPLOYER'S LIABILITY. 

Last January a committee, of which Car- 
roll D. Wright was chairman, made a report 
to the Massachusetts legislature on the ques- 
tion of the principles which should underlie 
the liability of the employer to the employ6 
for injuries received in the course of the 
employment. Its recommendations were so 
radical that the legislature took no actiou 
eoncerning them, but it may do so soon. 

The committee would discard entirely the 
existing American common law theory of 


‘the employer's liability and substitute that 


which is followed in Great Britain. The 


__| bill submitted with thé report sets out by 


providing that “if an employé in any em- 
ployment to which this act applies receives 
personal injury while performing duties 
growing out of or incidental to such employ- 
ment he shall be paid compensation by the 
employer in accordante with the scale and 
conditions of compensation hereinafter pro- 
vided.”’ 

Such a law, it is claimed, will do away 


with a vast amount of litigation. A large | 


proportion of the persorial injury suits which 


take up the time of courts, especially in.

But this peace is offered on the condition 
of “ good will.” The text is sometimes per- 
verted into “* peace, good will to men.” This 
is not a harmiess inversion. It suppresses 
the condition; fit seems to release man from 
all obligation; it is more acceptable to human 
nature that ehrinks from obligation; it mis- 
represents God's goodness at the expense of 
his justice and sanctity which cannot be in- 
different to man's dispositions. ‘The sun- 
light would, of itself, penetrate every nook 
and corner; but to illuminate this room win- 
dows or apertures are an Indispensable con- 
dition. So the peace of God ig offered to all 
men on the condition of “ good will.” 

In what does this good will consist? By the 
crib of Bethlehem were the Virgin mother, 
Mary, and the foster father, St. Joseph. 
Their deyotedness to the Divine Child. their 
oblivion of self and of every temporal odn- 
sideration that might diminish their atten- 
tion to him, will answer our question, The 
shepherds said one to another, “let us go over 
to Bethiehem and let us eee this word that 
is come to pass.’’ They desired to know the 
truth,” were open to conviction, were of good 
will. The magi left their possessions to fol- 
low the star that led them to the manger. 
They, too, were of good will. 

When the angel appeared to the shepherds 
“the brightness of God shone round about 
them.”" This brightness was probably ob- 
served by the people of Bethlehem, but they 
made no further inquiry; they were indiffer- 
ent. The chief priests and scribes of Jerusa- 
lem were able to tell Herod and the wise men 
the time and place of the Messiah's birth: 


worldly cares and ambitions to seek him out 
themselves or offer him their homage. They 
were not. of good will, Herod inquired 
through fear for his throne, and, in his eager- 
ness to destroy the child, slaughtered the 
babes of Bethlehem. He was not of good 
will. In what does good will, that condition 
for the peace of God. consist? Desire to 
know the truth, openness to conviction when 
it is sufficiently presented, readiness to ap- 
ply it to the regulation of our lives. 

Christ came into the world to offer peace 
to men on condition of their good will, He 
established his church to continue his mis 
sion. From his day down to the present hie 
church has found men disposed to her as they 
were to him. Many seek her destruction, as 
Herod sought his. Others, like the chief 
| priests and scribes, are. too given up to the 
pursuit of wealth, of power, or pleasure 
to heed his offer. of peace. Yet Mary and 
Joseph, the shepherds, and the magi will al- 
ways have many imitators ready to sacrifice 
every temporal consideration to secure the 
peace of God. The angel's new year's mes- 
sage is: Be of good will, if you would 
that peace.

Law's Delays.

The average 
time taken by a hotly contested lawsuit in passing through the Circuit, Ap- 
pellate, and Supreme courte of Illinois is three years. in Cook county it is 
mucn longer. There is no country in the civ'lized worla where it takes so 
jong to bring a man who has committed crime to punishment. as it does 
With motions to quash, applications for continuance, inquests 
to test sanity, and the numerous other shifts which the ingenuity of an 
experienced criminal lawyer may devise, a good case for the state may be, 
and sometimes is, literally worn out by delay, and a bad criminal allowed 
to go unwhipped of justice. 


How to shorten the route and hasten the speed of a lawsuit from

and by legislation. Lawyers and judges are reluctant to try any new 
means which promise to accelerate the speed of the machinery, because they 
have been taught to respect precedent. An overweenjng respect for prece- 
dent, in my opinion, has occasioned much of the “law's delay.” I mean

able. That a foreigner will have to be im- 
ported seems the genéral opinion, and yet 
there might be some reason for testing cer- 
tain leaders who are already in this eountry. 
Fiere in Chicago we have two young men who 
have had some expefierice in orchestral lead- 
ing—Frederick Stock and Theodore Spiering. 
Mr, Stock is Mr. Thomas’ own choice and the 
work that he has done of late justifies the 
belief that he is but beginning to show of 
What he is capable. He will in all probability 
shave charge of the orchestra until the close 
Gf the present season, and in that time he wiil 
be able to prove himself. Heretofore, he has 
been of course only a reflection of Mr. 
Thomas, but certain things in his work point 
to the possession. of strong individuality, of 
high musical gifts. ‘These he will now be able 
to bring to fuller revealment, and itis not im- 
possible that he may prove the * man of the 
hour.” Mr. Spiering’s work has been done 
chiefly outside of Chicago, but he has proven 
his worth there, and the men of the orchestra 
who have played under him Speak in warm 
commendatioin of his musical knowledge, his 
temperament, and his control.

It is the tragedy, *‘ Ivan the Terrible,” 


is by Count Alexie Tolstoi, and since ité 


first presentation last apeeon by Mr. Mans- 
field has-been generally acknowledged to 


afford him one of the best acting roles he | 


has found during the course of his long and 
active career. The play was for many years 
prevented from public performance in Rus- 
sia because of the censorship which forbade 
the impersonating on the stage of any of the 
czars. It was given in private, however, in 
the imperial palace, and so deep was the 
impression ‘produced that the present ruler 


withdrew the restriction on the tragedy and . 
thus permitted it to be given in public. Sinee 


that time it has become one of the moat 
=e numbers in the Russian stage reper- 
ory. 

Ivan Vasilyvitch, surnamed the Terrible, 
was born fm 1590. In order to comprehend 
this character, said te be the most crue] man 
that ever lived, it is necessary to understand 
something of his equally remarkable and 
pitiful childhood: He inherited the throne of 


Russia in his third year, and jointly with it | 
. the Influence of the Shuiskys. He was neg- 


lected, maltreated, insulted: every one he ad- 


mired or turnped.to for assistance wasimpris;, :

to. death.. Ivan himeelf was a 


vicious ‘to his intellectual'growth 


to such a degree that he would be incapable 
of rule. The Shnuiskys continued their domi- 
nation over ‘thé boy Tuler and stopped at 
nothing to retain it: They even imprisoned 
his mother. The enormities he had endured 


begot hatred in. his. soul.. When he grew up - 


and held the reins, he paid his enemies in 
kind and with overwhelming measure. Ivan 
stopped at nothing. Irritable, excitable, 
passionate, nervous, profoundly religious, 
superstitious, cruel, suspicious of every one, 
daring anything, his réign became a reign of 
terror. 

The tragedy ts in five acts. It opens in the 
council chamber of the boyars and deais 
with the abdication of the czar; scene two 
is in the czar’s cabinet and discloses Ivan’s 


repentance, his retention of the throne, and | 
Boris Godunoff's rise to favor. Act two - 


takes place in the throneroom and has to do 
with Ivan’s determination to divorce the 
ezarina and\ his reception of King Stephen's 
ambassador. ‘The culmination of the con- 
spiracy against Boris Godunoff takes place 
in the third act, which represents the market 
place under snow on the banks of the 
Moskva, with the kremlin across the river. 
Act. four carries back to the czar’s apart- 
ments and concerns the appearance of the 
blood red star and the prophecy of Ivan’s 
death. Act five fs in the palace, and shows 
the death of Ivan in a burst of rage at the 
daring of the wily Godunoff. 


‘Beginning tomorrow night, William Gil-

He is proud to be 
in the service of a nobleman of such exalted 
rank as that of his master, the earl of Loam, 
and’ proud of his own supreme rank in the 
servants’ hall. Lord Loam, however, is bit- 
ten by the fad of radicaHem, and requires his 
servants to be entertained by his family once 
every month in the drawing room; this to the 
distress not more of the family than of the 
servants, particularly Crichton.

ag yh midst of the preparation for the 
wedding ceremony a ship is sighted. It is 
within the power of Crichton to give or 
withhold the signal which shall reveal the 
presence of the party on the island, and for 
moment he hésitates. Then, despite the tact 
that Lady Mary pleads with him not to do so, 
he gives the signal, and at the moment of 
his renunciation of the woman he loves, and 
who loves him, he falls Into the servility of 
the butler. The last act shows the return to 


England, with the old order triumphant.

Harry Tremaine, an elevator boy at the 
Masonic vemple, has had the elevator ear 
and recovered from it. He is described by 
other victims as an exceedingly lucky lad, 
since many of the afflicted never recover. 
An elevator boy lost his position at the 
Monadnock building several weeks ago be- 
cause of deafness, said to have been superin- 
duced by continually riding up and down in 
The elevator boys in the tall office buildings 
ride up and down on an average of thirty 
miles a day. Fifteen of these miles are 
«down ” miles. AS a result their ears are 
under tension for fifteen milles every day in 
every week in every yeer they work. These 
are the lads who are threatening to organize 
the Society of the Humming Ears.

F the old saying be true—that happy

more varied. I do not’ know that my own. 


story is in any sense typical, but I consider 
it interesting, as it has its successes as well 
as ite failures. On lookimg backward, | am 
convinced that that undefinable something 
which we call “luck” plays an important 
part in human-existence. In saying this I be- 
lieve I am the only woman In Chicago who 
would auimit that she is superstitious. 

Mine is not wholly a*hard luck story, 
though there have been times in the past 
when I considered it such. I started out 
with a vast amount of hope, Added to this, I 
had considerable courage, as well gs persist- 
ence. ' 

After completing my course at a commer- 
cial college in a town of 30,000 inhabitants, I 
secured a position in the office of a candy 
factory at $4 per week, and as my expenses 
amounted to exactly that sum I felt I had 
reason to be encouraged. Four dollars has 
never seemed such a vast amount since, and 
I never worked so hard to earn it. My hours 
were from 8 a. m. to any time in the evening 
my employtrs gave me leave to quit. I was 
general stenographer, having about forty let- 
ters to write and copy, office girl, messenger 
girl, and telephone clerk. 


Frightened by First Employer. 

I think I could - have done my work nicely, 
beginner though .I .was, had I not been 
nervous and fearful; but to me my em- 
ployer, with his heavy frame, stolid face, 
deep voice, and conversation punctured with 
oaths, was not a man, but a gigantic ogre, 
created not for business but simply to fright- 
en unfortunate stenographers to death. Even 
to this day, full fledged business woman 43 

am, I am sure I should run if I saw him 
eed ft am glad to say I have never met 
one of his kind since, for all of my subse- 
quent employers have been uniformly court- 
eous, considerate, and worthy’ of that old 
fashioned term gentleman.

Kindness Helps to Success. 

I found my new employer, like my first, a 
man of immense size and impressive appear- 
ance, but different in every other respect. I 
shall never forget the kindly manner in which 
he calmed.my nervous fears and helped me to 
succeed. He is now a judge and in every 
sense worthy of the honor I worked for him 
at intervals for six months, as his practice 
did not admit of the services of a stenogra- 
pher continually. 

My chief ambition at that time was to se- 
cure a permanent position, and with this end 
in view wrote to many of the leading buainess 
men of my native-state. It was the old, old 
story—no one wanted me, though my efforts 
never ceased. My life has always been one of 
climaxes, to which I probably owe my nerv- 
ous disposition, and it was so at this juncture. 
I received a letter one cold night in January 
from a lawyer in our capital city, to whom I 
had written, requesting me to come up on the 


"morning train, The offer appeared to mea 


good one, inasmuch as my future employer 
wrote that he would pay me’$3 a week, with 
unlimited time at my disposal! to take in out- 
side work. He stated that his former stenog- 
rapher often made from $12 to $15 a week.

I held this position six weeks and spent 
all my noon hours in search of a better place.

manager of the agency to think so, though | 
was far from being of the same opinion.

$30 a month, and my expenses were less than 
$4 a week. My boarding place was not’one

I found my new work not difficult, but 
monotonous, so I again resuméd what I con- 
cluded was .to be my permanent vocation, 
looking for a better position: .I conducted my 
campaign at my noon hours, andalso made 
inquiries of every person with whom 1 was 
thrown in coritact.

™ ible at home, are now being utilized 
in the government of a dozen or more 
of the kingdoms 4nd monarchies of 
the old world. This ise no mere figure of 
speech, but an actual existing fact. Abroad 
we are populerly known as *‘ Yankees,” and 
the occupants of some of the most ancient 
thrones. of Burope and Asia have not dis- 
dained to accept the services of Yankee ad- 
vieers. In recent years the dowager em- 
press of Chine, the mikado of Japan. the 
king of Siam, the emperor of Corea, and 
the sultan of Turkey heve openly availed 
themselves of.the. brains. the industry, and 
the aggressiveness of shrewd Americans, 
whose acknowledged usefulness has earned | 
for themselves medals of merit, royal titles. 
and, in some instances, handsome private 
fortunes. 


| Identity Hidden in Work. 

The work of these remarkable men is not 
always performed in the full glare of the 
footlights of the world. Indeed. in many 
cases their identity has been shrouded be- 
hind a mist_of mystery, elusive as it is im- 
penetrable. For years strangers traveling 
in the land of the Sphinx have been puzzled 


_ over the personality of dn American who 


has been the power behind the throne, a 
man whose word has been law and whose 
influence has apparently been able to ac- 
complish anything from the arranging of an 
audience with the khedive to permission for 
the carrying away of one of the pyramids 
of Egypt. - 

In other instances, monarchs desirous of 
securing the best talent obtainable for 
strengthéning and upholding their thrones 
have openly and directly appealed to the 
government of the United States to assist 
them in finding Americans versed in interna- 
tional law and the strategy of statecraft. 
Sometimes these applications assume the 
form of official communications. Again, 
they are entirely informal, and take the 
between 
American representatives abroad and the 


, ambassadors of foreign potentates located 


in Washington. The-individuals selected for 
these responsibile posts almost invariably 
justify the confidence reposed in them. The 
most successful immediately assume the 


manners and the garb of the men and wom- . 


en they are to serve, and the remainder of 
their lives are spent in a foreign clime, amid 
strange scenes and among strange peoples. 
Advises Siam’s Ruler. 

Edward H, Strobel, who is now Sh right 
hand man of the emperor of Siam, isa typical 
illustration of the kind of men who have won 
fame in other lands. He was formerly assist- 
ant secretary of state, and after that became 


_ Professor of law at Harvard university. A 
few years ago he was tendered the position 


of legal adviser to the emperor of Siam and- 
accepted the’ offer. He has been away for 
veral years and his friends in the United 
‘States only hear from him at rare inter- 
vals; but it is Known that he is officially 
called “The Political Counselor” to th 
Siamese government. 

It is quite evident he has impressed his in- 
dividuality deeply upon the ruler of the land 
of the white elephants, and that he has 
adapted himself naturally to the picturesque 
nation which he is serving. In the interna- 
tional complications that have been arising 
from time to time in the old world during the 
last few years it will be noticed that Siam, of 
all the other countries, has been singularly 
peaceful and tranquil How much of this is 
due to the quiet, plodding, steady going 
American adviser of the emperor is not diffi- 
cult to guess. 

While Mr. Strobel was in the department 
at Washington he won the good will of all his 
associates and those that had business with 
the office. He daily gave evidence of having 
a well balanced, analytical mind. He was 
extraordinarily well versed in international 
law, and when he left this country for Siam 
he probably knew more about that nation, 
its people, their habits, and history than any 
other man in the United States, If he had 
the desire he could write a marvelously in- 
teresting book concerning the country which 
he has voluntarily adopted as his home. 

Sultan Relies on American. 

Another interesting character. quite the 


opposite of Mr. Strobel, is Capt. Ransford 


D. Bucknam, the American adviser of the 
sultan of Turkey. The manner in which 
he came to occupy this unique position is 
more fascinating than a dime novel. Capt. 
Bucknam for many years occupied a respon- 
sible position with the Cramp Shipbuilding 
company in Philadelphia. That concern 
constructed the cruiser Medjida for the sul- 
tan’s government, and Capt. Bucknam was 
selected as the proper person to deliver it 
formally into the custody of the much talked 
about potentate who resides within the mu- 
sical sound of the Bosporus. | 

The vessel was inspected and accepted— 
and so was Capt. Bucknam, The sultan 
was so impressed with his personality and 


-with his ability as a navigator that he im- 


mediately made him part of the imperial 
household. His position probably corre- 
sponded to that of a vice admiral in the Turk- 
ish navy. Just what the actual title was 
and is will probably never be known. A 
halo of mystery has always surrounded 
Capt. Bucknam’s work in Turkey—as it 
does all of those who hold responsible posi- 
tions around the throne of the dagger dread- 
ing, much bedeviled sultan. 

Within the last few months Capt. Buck- 


‘nam has made a tour of British, German, 


and American shipyards and ordnance works 
for his imperial employer. Those who are 
well posted on the situation say the real pur- 
pose of Capt. Bucknam in Turkey is to im- 
prove and bulld up the Turkish navy, whicn 
has been allowed to fall far behind those of 
other small European powers. Heretofore 
everything has been sacrificed for the army, 
but now this Is to be changed and the navy 
placed "in its proper position. The sultan’s 
naval program is to cost in the neighborhood 


of $20,000,000. 


Guards Corea’s Neutrality. 
Durham White Stevens, another brilliant 
American diplomat, only a few months ago 
was made the legal adviser to the emperor 
of Corea. He has hosts of friends in Wash- 
ington and other American cities, and they 


rate him aga man of remarkable ability, Bie 
selection is. credited to the sagacity of the 
mikado of Japan, who, seeing and under 
standing the:.embarrassing position of tis 
emperor of Corea during the present gréat 
war, suggested that an educated and exper 
enced American be appointed as the interna 
tional law adviser of the monarch of that 
much troubled lend, | 

There is no question that Mr. Stevens 
will have great power at the Corean court, 
For many years he occupied the position 
counselor to the Japanese legation In Walle 
ington, and it was his work there—which was 
of a high order—which led the Japanese g0¥= 
ernment to interest itself in the movement 
to send him to Corea, where his services 
might be utilized at a crisis when the quick 
judgment of a man versed in International 
law is of the greatest importance. Whether 
Mr. Stevens’ employment is to be temporary 
or permanent no one can say at the present 
time, but in any event it is likely to raise Bim 
to a point of importance that might well Ge 
envied by the diplomats of Europe. 


Develops Japanese Island, 
It is not in diplomacy alone, however, thas

in the rearing and breeding of foreign stock 
were presented to them, Besides this Gen. 


Capron made a splendid collection of for

clals in the custom house at Chemulpo the 
edifice was suddenly burned down and all the 
records destroyed. 


Orient Seeks Their Services. 

The cases cited fllustrate effectively the 
power that Americans are exerting in foreign 
countries. Many other names might be mene 
tioned. C. R. Greathouse, who was born if 
the United States, was counselor for the 
Corean minister of foreign affairs in 1000, 
Just what effect Mr. Stevens’ appointment 
will have upon his work is not definitely 
known. 

An American named John Pethick was sees, 
retary for Li Hung Chang. Later on he Bee 
game official translator of the foreign offices 
in China. and gradually assumed a position 
of importance in connection with Chinese 
diplomacy. Henry Terry, a man well known 
in university life in the United States, organ 
ized a general system of education in the 
Japanese university. 

Matthew Scott of San Francisco performed 
some notable service in the Japanese finances 
department. He died at Kobe in 1880, anda 
is interesting to note that his work was yak 
ued so highly the government erected @& 
monument over the spot where he dfe@ in 
that country. The emperor, In making offs 
cia! announcement of this Incident. said 
was done in token of the high esteem a 
which the deceased was held by the Japanese 
government and its appreciation of the valng 
able services rendered by him.” 

If the @umb pages of the archives of tie 
state department at Washington could speam 
they might unfold many a true tale of tae 
mance and adventure which, by contrat, 
would make modern fiction appear dul and 
uninteresting. But the guardians of our 
rational diplomacy have ever been cautious 


and conservative, and frequently the 


«tiff. formal communications which appear 
in the written records convey but a fate 
hint of the throbbing and fascinating Ht 
stories that lie hidden beneath the cold, inane.

I cannot do better than cite exam-

At the 
end of elght months his pious fraud was 
discovered and he was ransomed and re- 
leased; ‘but ‘he bore to his grave not the 
mark onmly but the pain in the leg into which 
the iron of his chain had eaten. It was 8t. 
Vincent de Paul who, amongst a thousand 
other acts of philanthropy, established the 
Paris Foundling hospital. 


Foundling Hospital Speculation.

gnd if by means of this gift Russia shall at 
some future day have one more reasonable 
subject, virtuous citizen, or happy man.” | 
Swift's Mode of Charity. 

It is a sudden and steep descent from the 

divine charity of St. Vincent de Paul to 


‘Swift’s; but the dean's self-sacrifice is at 


least of the homely kind which we can all 


imitate. «** The dean,” sald Mrs. Brent, his 


housekeeper, “‘ has found a new method of 
being charitable in which he will have few 
followers. He. is always denying himselif 
what he calls the superfiuities of life to ad- 
minister to the necessities of the distressed. 
He will walk in order to give the money a 
coach would cost him to some poor man who 
could not walk.. He drinks beer at dinner 
that he may give away the price of a pint 
of wine to one who would otherwise have no 
dinner—and so on in numberless instances.” 
Similar in kind was the charity of Frederick 
the Great. When the aged and infirm widow 
of one of hig officers applied to him for re- 
lief, he answered: “TI feel for your pov- 
erty and infirmity; but why aid you not ap- 
ply to me sooner? There is no pension va- 
cant at present; but, as your husii@hd was a 
brave man and a great loss to me, I shall re- 
trench a digh daily at my table, and by that 
t make a saving annually of 
365 cro . which shall be paid to you untila 
pension Aalis in for your support.”

SCASIONALLY, or rather ‘semi-occa- 
sionally, one comes across the second 

hand furniture store. Ten or fifteen 

years ago the streets of the medium 

and poor resident sections of the city 
abounded in them. People going into house- 
keeping for the first time often bought their 
entire household equipment, at least as re- 
gards furniture, at the store of the second 
hand dealer. There was economy in this 
plan, for the furnishings secured at such a 
place averaged considerably less than half 
of what their cost would have been if bought 
new. And the furniture, while it had been 
used by some one, was never so badly marred 
to detract seriously from its usable value. 

Besides this there were always a number 
of cheap assortments of household goéds 
wherefrom one might from Time to time add 
to the igitial stock. In the districts where 
the second hand furniture stores then aboun4- 
ed few people: thought of going downtown 
and paying high prices for new furniture. 
At the second hand dealer's it might be had 
for half; and, furthermore, if one had some- 
thing which had palled and grown old it was 
possible to “ trace it in ” for something more 
desirable. 

The stores which did this kind of business 
then were crowded from front to back with 
used pleces of furniture, with bric-Aa-brac, 
and all that goes to make a furnished house 
complete, and even on the sidewalk there 
was a surplus overfiow with prices marked 
on them that were more than wonderfully 
low. Oftentimes there were two or three 
clerks within the store busied in buying, 
selling, and exchanging goods. The people 
appreciated the second hand furniture store 
for the convenience it was, and the proprietor 
thereof ‘prospered and grew fat. This was 
something like a decade ago. 


Installment Houses His Undoing. 
Now the furniture dealer who, deals in 
used and second hand goods is fast growing 
to’ be a curiosity. He is.a,back number, out 
of date, unplaced in modern _Jife. ax it is jn 
the metropolises. And-there is.a cause for 


his passing; and the cause is the easy installs 


ment plan of selling furniture which at pres- 
ent is so prevalent. When it is poesibie:to- 
secure complete furnishings for a four room 
fiat for the low sum of $99.98, with the ridicu- 


lously low sur of $10 as a first deposit andthe 


rest at the rate of $5 a month, no one is going 
to seriously consider the stock of the second 
hand man when it comes to starting house- 
keeping, or in adding to the hougehold equip-. 
ment. The great American people, at least 
such part of it as resides in those districts 
of Chicago where the ofd furniture’‘dealer 
was once found in numbers, has. quit using 
anything but new furniture in the homie. 
Even the most shiny stock of second hand 
stuff fails to attract attention. With the 
installment plan of selling furniture so uni- 
versally in vogue a flat may be outfitted with 
‘new furniture at a much smaller first out- 
lay than was required in the days when many 
began life with: old/furnighings. 
There are still a few of the old shops left, 
but they are usually in some side street and 
have little patronage. Even in the neighbor- 
hoods where there is actual suffering from 
poverty and where indigency abcunds it is 
ceclared that the cali for record hand furni- 
ture has fallen to almost nothing. And while 
there plenty of. it to be-bought, it isnot

Loan Office Helps Out 
Out on the west side, on a side street, hal’ 
a block away from oneof the main arteries 


of traffic, is one of the typital old time stores, 


The proprietor is an old man. He was in the 
business when pfofits were liberal, so he can 
afford to remain in it now. As he conductsa 
small loan office incidental to the business of 
buying, selling, and exchanging furniture, he 
manages to make something more than a liv- 
ing. 

“If it were not for the hundreds of easy 
payment furniture stores that have come 
into existence within the last ten years, there 
would still be a legitimate field in, this line,"’ 
said he. ‘It might be better for lots of poor 
people if they stuck to the old way of fitting 
out their homes, that of buying slightly used 
furniture, as with the present ease of secur- 
ing unlimited credit they often buy furni- 
ture which is absolutely impossible to them 
with thelr incomes. But that is the craze 
of the day—buy on the installment plan— 
and among the things this craze has brought 
about is the practical extermination of the 
old furniture dealer's chance of doing a satis- 
factory business. 


* 
Can't Sell Good Stock. 

“It must not be thought that the furniture 
handled in this way is in any way old and 
musty, Or 80 worn by use that it is spoiled in 
appearance.. On the contrary, most of it is 
new to all intents.and purposes, as no one 
will purchase furniture upon which the wear 
and tear of use is apparent. It is impossible 
to sell such stuff, so it is useless to buy it. 

“Much of the furniture that comes to us, 
especially the beds and tables, are nearly 
new. If they are in any way worn it is easy 


. enough to repair and hide the defect. A 


few stroékes with a plane will remove any 


‘dents, and a careful coat of varnish or paint 


readily gives,the whole an entirely new ap- 
pearance. There are plenty, of tricks in the 
trade. But inthe end it does not matter if 
the paint or varnish hides certain evidences 
of use in a plece’of furniture; it is just as 
‘valuable, at least-for usage, and the fact that 


. about 50 per cent is taken off the price should 


not be lost sight of. x, 

“On some of the furniture that comes to 
us riot even ‘the slightest evidences of wear 
‘are apparent. There-is the furniture that 
comes from storage warehouses, where it is 
sold for charges. Some of this is absolutely 
just as good as new. 


Demand Only New Goods. 


“ Whéen we buy this kind of furniture we 


' get it for-a price that enables us to sell it 


for one-half for what it would cost new, but 
_even at that there ig little sale for it. People 
don't want anything that ie not new. 

“ There are good profits in this business if 
one could sell enough stuff, for when people 
are getting rid of their old furniture they are 
not particular as to what, kind of a price 
they get. Two hundred per cent is not an 
impossible rate of profit on some things, but 
what's the use when you can't sell 'em? The

Money in Photographs. 

Five photographers in an Indiana town 
made over 20,000 photographs to be used as 
Christmas gifts The liday season just 
closing is said to have demanded more por- 
traits to be used as preeents than during any 
other scason in the last twenty years.

Operates a Packing Plant. 
The Terrazas ranch is the only-one in the 
world that maintains its own slaughtering 
and packing plant, and its establishment in

in Mexico. Every year 100,000 cattle with 


sheep have been handled in the-same man- 
ner. Don Luis, the master of the great 
rancho, is not satisfied with the vast wealth 
rapidly’ accruing from-his herds, floéks, and 
fields. He has an ambition to teach his 
countrymen something of the modernized 
methods of farming. 

Until the Terrazas packing plant was es- 
tablished the Mexicans were in’the habit 
of killing their beef one day and eating it 
the next.

He has 
added a can factory and introduced as many 
plans of cleanliness, economy, and speed 
as he could from. the methods of the 
famous slaughter and packing establish- 
ments of Chicago. But his plant in Chihua- 

hua is a mere addendum of the ranch, which

Fighting Flames on the Prairie. 

Long furrows fifty feet apart are streaked 
across the prairie In, the route of the ad- 
vancing fire. Weakened by the dragging 
of chains, the filmes seldom leap across 
these separated furrows, and if the wind is 
not a half gale there is a chance that the 
danger is over. But the regiment of fire- 
fighters works all night. At dawn the grub 
wagon is sent out and the horsemen camp 
or ride along the edge of danger till the last 
spark is quenched and the cattle have been 
driven to leeward.

<=. GENEROUS system of giving is ‘part 
of. the policy of the multimillionaires 
of today, where a penurious thrift 
marked the economy of the old time 
- financier who made his million. If the 
average person is inclined to consider these § 
large charities as merely the natural way 
of getting rid of an accumulation of riches 
and an attempt to handle fortunes that have 
become unwieldy there is one man at least 
who considers them from another point of 
view.. 

This man is Charles Lancaster, who has 
had exceptional advantages for observing 
not only the financial policy of John D. Rock- 
eteller but also the workings of the mind of 
the astute financier himself. He believes 
that such charities are part of the working 
plan of successful millionaires, and that 
there’ is a science of giving inextricably 
mixed up with the money getting faculty if 
it is to result in great riches. 

J. D. Rockefeller’s Methods. 

Lancaster and Rockefeller worked as boys 
together in a commission house on the river, 
and for many years now Rockefeller has 
given him employment. Said the financier 
one day: “ Charley; a good many years have 
passed since you and I worked together on 
the river. I remember that my wages were 
$2 a week and that yours were §3.a week. 
I remember that I told you that you ought 
to put away a certain part of yours for char- 
ity and the church. You replied that you re- 
cetved enough’ as it was and needed all 
that and more, too. Charley, wouldn't you 
follow my suggestion if you could go back 
and live over again, those early days?” 

“ The net result of our lives seems to justify 
your theory,” wa@# the reply. 

That the habit of giving a good per cent of 
his income to charity was kept up through 
all of Rockefeller’s early life is shown by a [it- 
tle incident told of him by Levi T..Schofield. 
When the war broke out in 1861 Rockefeller 
gave to Schofield $300 out of his strong box. 
At the same time he guaranteed to give the 
‘family of each of twelve soldiers $300 a year 
until the war was over, although at this time 
he was known to be worth only $10,000.

objection to this officer's serving under you 
‘In peace or in war?” Instead of the common 
and conventional “ No" of the replies the 
captain answered with, ‘‘ On the contrary, I 
would be glad to have him.” — 
Give Him His Opportunity. 

It is in this possibility of distinction in the 
naval service and the consequent likelihood 
of vacancy and promoton that is making that 
branch of the united service so attractive to 
the young man who wishes to enter the ranks 
of the recruits for war. The present condi- 
tion is that the officers of the department are 
having to seek this material from the ranks; 
they are on the watch for the indications of 
ability and strict attention to duty, until 
the young man who has in him the makings 
of a naval officer may count upon an oppor- 
tunity. 

As an indication of che process to prefer- 
ment under this new law, the case of Gunner 
Joseph Daniels may be cited as one of the 
brightest in the history of the new navy. 
Daniels enlisted at Newport at the age of 17 
years and in the Spanish-American war was. 
made gunner’s mate. Later he was assigned 
to duty at the Union iron works, where the 
battleship Wisconsin wa’ building. There 
he began to attract attention of the officers. 
When the Wisconsin was completed, Daniels 
was assigned to it and went to the Asiatic 
station. Target practice was taken up with 
interest and the thirteen inch turret in which 
ha was stationed scored the highest number 
of hits in the navy. Lieut. Vogelgesang, who 
commanded this psa wrote of the turret’s 
record: 

“ The success of the target was 
due more to Mr. Daniels than any other 


‘man. It was his design of the thirteen inch 


automatic loading tray which went far to- 
ward causing the turret of which I had com- 


mand to make the highest score in the navy.” 


One of the necessary qualifications of the 
watrant officer candidate is that he know 
how to cOmmand men, and to do this he must 
know his duties and be able to maintain re- 


spect and discipline. He need not be a college } 


man—few of them have been more than high 
school graduates. His age must not be over 
85 at the time of his selection. He must 
measure to stature and to physical ‘fitness 
for the service. Observing these things, his 
personality does the rest.

Like many another great discovery, this ome came unex- 
pectedly was due to the gharp eyes and ever present 
“Why?” of the patient scientist. True, the instrument by 
means of which this wonderful discovery was made was 
invented by Mrs. Hughes after much investigation and fore- 
thought; but it had been designed with a different purpose 
in-view. .She had been devoting her attention to the study of 
the six properties of sound in relation to the voice and be- 
came desirous of some means by which she could,test the 
different intensities of the human voice. Diligent search of 
London ‘ailing to disclose an instrument which would pro- 
duce the records she wished, she devised an apparatus re- 
sembling in shape a Dutch pipe, but of much larger s‘ze, 
Stretching a membrane over the part corresponding to the 
bowl of the pipe, and using the tube resembling the stem 
as a receiver, she had an instrument by which to test the 
force of the different notes sung into the tube by the weight 
of the various substances placed on the membrane. . 

Wonderful Possibilities of the Voice. 

It was while following this line of investigation that her 
quick eye caught sight of the unusual and her scientific 
training started her on new ideas. “I had been working on 
this path,’’ she says, “‘ when or one occasion I sang I noticed 
that the eceeds which I had placed on the membrane, on be- 
coming quiescent, instead of scattering promiscuously in all 
directions, as was customary when a loud note was sung, re- 
solved themselves into a perfect geometrical figure. Sur- 
prised at the unexpected appearance and wondering if tt were 
the result of mere accident, I cleared the diaphragm of its 
contents and scattered fresh seeds upon the surface. Upon 
singing the same note as before the seeds gave the same 
figure. This figure therefore, which I never searched for, be- 


came the progenitor of all that followed, and the instrument 


which was intended to demonstrate the capacities of one of 
the properties of sound has proved since to be the instrument 
that was needed to show the endless possibilities of the hu- 
man voice in this new path in the world of sound.” 

This apparatus, simple though it be, may be said to have 
opened not only a new department in the domain of science 
but also a new art, demanding the highest skill of the vocalist 
to interpret. Mys. Hughes’ continued practice im the sus- 
taining of notes of different pitch and intensities has enabled 
her to attain a compass of notes far beyond her origin&l 
range and equaled by few feminine voices. She is now able 
to sustain a note long enough to form figures on every semi- 
tone within three octaves.- By repeated experiment she has 
found that every figure requires not only its exact pitch but 
also its exact intensity. 


How Experiments Are Made.

ered with wevelets in etraight or curved lines, forming com- 
plex and beautiful patterns. These vary exactly in accord- 
ance with the number of vibrations of the note sung, the 
tiny wavelets diminishing in size, but increasing in number 
and complexity of pattern as the vocal pitch rises. But be- 
tween the two coatings for the disk—the dry sand or powder 
and the fluid milk or water—lies the scientific theory -of the 
forming of plant life by sound. 

For|when the disk is covered with moistened color; such 
as flake. white or red lead, and a powerful note is sung into 
the tube some of the curves are highly suggestive of roots, 
branches, and foliage of plants. If a quantity of this color 
paste the: size of a small bean be placed exactly upon the 
center of vibration of the disk and a suitable note is sung 
the heap gathers itself together. By continuing to sing the 
mass is soon seen to become slightly agitated around its 
edge, and suddenly, in obedience to a careful crescendo, beau- 
tifully shaped petals dart out, with perfect regularity and 
symmetry, in a floral form which when fully developed 
closely resembles the daisy. 

Here, again, this marvelous discovery closely follows 
nature in its evolution of the most perfect forms, for ft is 
seldom that a perfectly shaped daisy is formed with the first 
crescendo. If the note be repeated diminuendo the petals 
retreat into the central: heap and there remain‘as long as 
‘the note sustained is equal in power. Immediately, however, 
the crescendo is repeated the petals dart out anew, more 
perfect in appearance than at first. Continuing the cres-

' pagsible barrier were encountered, and that it would be as 


easy to move a mountain with a push of the hand as to set 
that color heap moving by the action of a note. The next 
sustention. seems to only confirm the first impression, but 
after several attempts one comes to feel that it could be 
done if only the right kind of sound could; be employed. 
Persevering. the seeming ponderous, inert mass is at last dis- 
turbed, and shows more susceptibility of control. Still con- 
tinuing, it now begins to move, and ere long comes under 
complete control, expanding its petals after every repeated 
crescendo. When the mass moves thus easily the sensation 
cf the singer is completely changed. The feeling is now as if 
aH at once the air in the tube, he receiver, upon the disk, 
and all around were acting in concert for the singer’s pur- 
pose, and had taken possession of every corner of space.” - 

The pansy form comes when a small quantity of water 
color is surrounded by water. Then when a suitable note is 
sung ‘the color paste in the center shoots out its petals 
through the surrounding water, but instead of emitting small 
petals all around, as with the daisy form,, in this case the 
petals are larger, and there are three, six, or nine. These 
pansy forms vary greatly, according to the character of the 
color paste and the note which influences them. Some are 
composite, having two or three rows of overlapping petals. 
Both upon and around the petals is often a succession of 
eurves, streaks, and fluted markings. In other cases a nar- 
rower petal appears between each large petal, adding con- 
siderably to the beauty of the figure and to its floral ap- 
pearance. 


Feels Presence of Strange Power. | 

. In fact, so greatly does the floral figure which may be 
produced vary with the consistency of the material and the 


‘guantity used that the discoverer says she finds the study 
absorbingly interesting. ‘One suggestion upon another | 
persistently crowded into my thoughts. In the act of singing 


shapeless matter into such symmetry and beauty.of form one 
cannot help feeling the presence of a power that is strange 
and marveling at the multiform variety of results.’’” 

But, astonishing as were the results of the experiments 
with this form of the instrument, there was yet another field 
of investigation which .yielded still more surprising voice 
figures. That she might make permanent records to the 
advantage of science Mrs. Hughes began expetimenting with 
glass disks coated with coloring. These she placed color 
down upon the membrane, at the same time singing into the 
tube. This experiment, with the practice it involved, le@ 
to the discovery of figures of the class of ferns. The first 
step in this direction was taken when she succeeded in pro- 
ducing linear curves on the glass, With the slight movement 
ot the glass plate possible in the original form of the instru- 
ment she discovered that many beautiful curves could be pro- 
duced, and in order to have them cover-a larger area of 
glass she invented another instrument, shaped like a trumpet, 
with the membrane over the bell. In using this instrument 
the glass was laid color up and the instrument passed over 
jt as the note was struck, producing strikingly beautiful 
gradations of shade and curious perspective effects.

Use Decoys fo Trap Unwary. - 


The baudrole prefers to cateh by decoy. This large fish 
buries itself in the mud and lets only a sort of small flag 
appear, which is fastened to his nose by the medium of a 
long filament which floats as the water moves it.

they have to do with an easy prey. When they are gath-

Other animals are more réfined and, in the hunt by decoy, 


preter to use traps, It might be supposed that this method 


of hunting, which demands a4 certain intelligence, would be 
practiced by creatures of high organization. This is not so, 
singe the humble ‘insects é¢mploy it. The larva of the ant 


lion digs on the surface of the sand a large funnel, at the. 


bottom of which he crouches; every insect which tries to 
pass rolls down into the funnel and reaches the bottom, 
where at once it is snatched up by the larva. This is pit 
Auunting. Moreover, if the victim seems likely to escape, he 
shovels at him quantities of sand which makes him fall etill 
more quickly. 

The larva of cicindela acts differently, but with equal 
craft, in order to obtain the little insects necessary for his 
nourishment. He digs In the earth a vertical hole, in which 


he props himself like a chimney sweep climbing up a chim-~ 


ney, in such fashion that his head, fattened and slightly 
hollowed, exactly stops up the orifice of the opening on a 
level with the ground. When a little creature is about to pass 
over this veritable living trap the larva sinks down, at the 
same time dragging with him his victim, which he hastens 
to selze between his claws and devour. 


Spider Skillfully Spreads Net. 

Hunting with the aid of nets is practiced with great abil- 
ity by spiders, whe stretch their webs, which are some- 
times irregular, sometimes of marvelous regularity, ia gar- 
dens and houses. Some await their prey, keeping to the mid- 
dle of the web. Others, more prudent, hide in a little silken 
cell well concealed in a hole of the wall. Most of them trust 
to the strength of their threads and the glutinous substance 
with which these are moistened. When a victim is taken, the 
spider often prevents it from struggling by enveloping it 
with delicate threads. If it is small, however, he contents 
himself with killing it and sucking it up on the spot or after 
dragging it into a corner. 

There exists in Madagascar a spider which, for a long 
time, puzzled the naturalists. It is noticeable that at the 


- genter of its web there is a great thread of silver white, a 


veritable cable, bent in zigzag. What could possibly be the 
use of this? One could watch the web for a long time with- 
out seeing the creature make use of it; when a victim is 
taken, the spider is content to wind him about with small 
threads. Yet the cable is undoubtedly of use to the spider. for 
if it is removed he hastens to make another. M. Vinson at 
last, after long observation, succeeded in solving the ques 
tion, One day when he was examining for the hundredth 
time the tricks and the manners of the spider, he saw 4 great 
grasshopper jump. into the midst of the web. At the same 
instant the spider, darting upen the cable, began with the 
greatest swiftness to wrap it about the insect. The victim 


was too large to be held by the simple threads; the cave 
was there to bind him securely. 7 

The ant eater depends less on the power of skill, and, like 
a child, limes his game. He puts out his long sticky tongue 
and flattens it on the ground; all the Insects that pass stick 
Lo ft, vying with eacli other, and when the heap is syufictentiy 
thick, the ant cater draws his long tongue In and swallows 
them all. At other times he plunges his lingual appendix 
into ant hills and draws it back laden with ants. 


Hunt Large Prey in Packs. 

Coursing is frequent among mammals, notably among 
wild dogs, wolves, and foxes. Acording to F. Houssay. wild 
dogs follow their prey in immense packs. They excite one 
another by their bayings at the same time that they frighten 
the game and half paralyze its power. No animal is agile 
nor strong enough to be sure of escaping them. They sur 


round him and cut off his retreat in a most skiliful manner; ~ 


gazelles, antelopes, despite an extreme lightness and swift 
ness, are overtaken at last; wild boars are quickly run down; 
their rough defense costs some of the assailants their life 
but these also become the prey of the pack that falls upon the 
quarry. In Asia these wild dogs are not afraid to attach 
even the tiger. Many, without doubt, have their backs broken 
by a blow from his paw, or are strangled by being seised 
by his jaws, but the death of comrades does not dimnish 
either the courage or the hunger of the surviving assatiants
